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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: After a 
diligent updated search of the prior art, U.S. Patent 5,150,248 to Alfano et al remains the 
closest known prior art. The previously rejected claims have been amended, however, in 
such a manner that they now patentably distinguish from Alfano et al and all other prior 
art of record. Specifically, Alfano et al fails to disclose or reasonably suggest that the 
band of the filter 103 (which extracts light including a modulated component of signal 
light) is determined so that a band of the first signal light wavelength 107 and a band of 
the second probe light wavelength 105 are not included in the filter band. Alfano et al 
also fails to disclose or reasonably suggest a waveform shaping device including means 
for twice broadening the spectrum of light as set forth in amended claim 1 0. Many of 
applicant's claims remain allowable for the reasons set forth in the previous Office 
action. Claims 1-18 herein are allowed.
